M ills a n d K e lle y L e a d O ff in th e D e b a te s 
on th e T ariff D ili. 
[Copyright, 1888, by the California dissociated Cress.] 


W a s h in g to n , A pril 17th.—T he tariff de­ 
bate, w hicli will occupy th e attention of 
the H ouse the greater part of the tim e dur­ 
ing th e n ext two m onths, was begun to-day. 
T he galleries were crowded w ith spectators 
early in the day, and m em bers on both 
sides of the Chsqt !>er paid unusual atten ­ 
tion to th e presentation of the question 
m ade by M ills and Kelley. 
M ills is C hairm an of th e W ays and 
M eans C om m ittee and the au th o r of the 
pending bill. 
K elley is the leading m em ­ 
ber of the m inority, and a protectionist 
who im bibed his theories from H enry Clay, 
an d is unsw erving in his hostility to any 
thing th at savors of free trade. 
M ills 
is 
a firm 
believer in 
abso­ 
lute 
free 
trade, 
b ut 
as 
C hairm an 
of 
the 
com m ittee 
intrusted 
w ith 
th e preparation of a bill that, it is hoped, 
w ill capture the votes of a m ajority of the 
H ouse, he has been forced into a sem i-con­ 
servative position, under w hich he is evi­ 
dently restive. 
H e m ade, in his opening to-dav, perhaps 
the best of the m any speeches he has here­ 
tofore delivered on the subject of the tariff. 
H e spoke extem poraueously and w ith de­ 
liberation. 
Upon th e desk at his side was 
a pile of books of reference, and near them 
a clerk who assisted the speaker in finding 
his citations. T he T exan is naturally hot- 
tem pered and im patient o f interruption, 
but he kent him self well in hand to day, 
an d the D em ocrats loudly applauded his 
telling points. 
Judge K elley read his speech, w hich 
had been prepared w ith extrem e care. 
It was an elaborate presentation of the 
principles of protection, based upon the 
results of th e practical operation of the 
system . 
It was a refutation, by facts and 
figures, of th e claim s of th e free trade 
theorists. 
K elly is seveuty-four years of age. 
H e 
lacks the vim and snap in debate th at he 
possessed tw enty years ago, but he is chock - 
full of facts and figures th at he can apply 
w ith facility w henever the tariff is unde'r 
discussion. 
H is speech was aggressive. 
H e did not surrender a single point, nor ex­ 
press any desire for com prom ise. H e m ade 
an open fight against the Mills bill—pointed 
out its weaknesses, and ridiculed w hat he 
term ed its inconsistencies. 


o n e o f k e l l e y ’s r e jo in d e r s . 
In reply to M ills’ statem ent th at a pro­ 
tective tariff m aintained the trusts th at are 
p utting up prices all over th e country, 
K elley said, speaking of th e sugar tr u s t: 
“Claus Spreckels know s w hat he is about. 
H e believes th a t the way to fight the trust 
is to locate beet fields and sugar factories in 
all parts of the country, and to defy the 
conspirators against the public weal by the 
im m ensity of th e product and the saving of 
th e cost o f transportation by bringing the 
producer and consum er to each other’s 
side. Spreckels insists upon it that, in the 
hands of properly-instructed farm ers, and 
w ith com petent m achinery in the factories, 
beets m ay be grow n and m anufactured as 
profitably in Ohio, Illinois and other cen­ 
tral States as in G erm any or C alifornia.” 


CO N G R ESSIO N A L P R O C E E D IN G S . 


T h e S e n a te . 


W a s h in g to n , A pril 17th.—In the Senate 
to-day, on m otion of l’lum b, the bill to 
forfeit certain lands heretofore granted for 
th e purpose of aiding in the construction 
of railroads was taken up 
for consid­ 
eration. 
A 
num ber 
of 
am endm ents 
were offered and ordered printed, and then 
the bill went over until to-m orrow . 
T he Senate then resum ed consideration 
of th e bill for the adm ission of South D a­ 
kota, and th e organization of the T erritory 
of N orth D akota, and was addressed by 
Vest in opposition to the bill. 
A vote will be taken on the bill to-m or­ 
row . 
T he Senate passed thirty-live private pen­ 
sion bills, and then, on m otion of M an- 
derson, the bill for th e relief of the O m aha 
tribe ot Indians, in N ebraska (authorizing 
the paym ent to them of $40,000, being ten 
annual installm ents under th e treaty) was 
taken up, am ended by authorizing the Sec­ 
retary of the Interior to extend th e tim e of 
paym ent of th e purchase m oney for lands 
sold on the O m aha Indian R eservation, aud 
passed. 
T he Senate bill for a public building at 
Salem , Or., to cost $100,000, was passed, and 
th e Senate adjourned. 
T h e Hon.se. 


W a s h in g t o n , A pril 17th—1:10 p. m .— T he 
H ouse has just gone into C om m ittee of the 
W hole, Springer, of Illinois, in the chair, 
for the consideration of the tariff bill. 
No 
opposition was m ade to M ills’ m otion to 
th is effect. 
M ills began his speech by saying th at 
th e great increase of duties m ade during 
the w ar had been stated at th e tim e they 
were m ade to be only tem porary .^yet a 
quarter of a century later these duties were 
higher th an they were during th e war, and 
they now average 47.10 per cent, on im ­ 
ports. 
T he incom e tax had been im posed 
to m eet w ar expenses. 
It was gone. 
It 
was a tax on w ealth, and the $72,000,000 
annually realized from th at source was 
sw ept away, bu t the w ar tax on clothing, 
on food, on im plem ents of labor rem ained,’ 
and th e w ar was still being prosecuted 
against the people—a fiscal war. exhaust­ 
ing in its dem and—and every effort to re­ 
m ove or lower th at taxation had been re­ 
sisted and defeated. 
T he Dem ocrats had been taunted with 
the charge that they had failed to reduce 
taxation. 
T he charge had been m ade by 
the m inority, w hich had been gniltv of 
preventing action on the m any bills brought 
into the H ouse by the C om m ittee on W ays 
and Means. 
M ills then turned his attention to the 
woolen m anufactures, and argued th at the 
public at iarge was injured by tlie present 
excessive tax, and nobody benefited, liig h 
duties prohibited and lim ited im portations 
and exportations. 
We were feeding the 
people of E urope, and w hen we p a t high 
duties on the goods they sent us in ex­ 
change for food, it am ounted to taxing our 
own agricultural exports. T he reduction 
of duties would not, as asserted, check 
m anufacturers and cram p labor. 
W e al­ 
ways im ported m ore goods w hen prices 
were high. 
U nder lower duties we could 
export m ore 
goods, 
the m anufactories 
w ould ru n steadily, and labor w ould be 
constantly em ployed. 
N ot m ore than 10 
per cent, of th e goods consum ed in the 
U nited States would be im ported if all the 
custom -houses were abolished aDd the Gov­ 
ernm ent supported by direct taxes. 
T he I’rotectionists argue th at the reason 
w hy m anufactured articles are cheaper 
here than in any other county is the result 
of protection. 
It was not so. 
B ut suppos­ 
ing that it was, w hy then shonld they re­ 
sist so strenuously any effort to lower' th e 
duties if they were able to undersell E urop­ 
ean m anufacturers? 
Did 
m anufacturers 
pay 
higher 
wages 
because 
protection 
enabled-rfhem to do it? 
No. 
.lav Gould 
was able to pay his bootblack $5;¡did he 
d o it? H e paid the m arket price. R e p a id 
his nickel like a little m an. 
H igher wages were m ade by coal, steam 
and m achinery and higher wages m eant a 
lower cost of production. 
T his accounted 
for the fact that Free T rade E ngland paid 
higher wages th an Protection F rance and 
G erm any, and yet controlled th e w orld's 
m arket. 
H e had requested the present 
Chief of th e Labor B ureau to ascertain if 
there was no exception to the rule th at 
wages depend on the efficiency of labor 
and the result of highly paid efficient labor 
w as th e low cost of the product. 
In 
answ er he read a tabulated statem ent pre­ 
pared by Mr. W right givine te e result of 
the inquiry in a num ber ot cases w hich 
appeared to fully bear out th e rule. 
M ill spoke about an hour and three-quar­ 
ters, and as he took his seat he was su r­ 
rounded by a crowd of D em ocratic m em ­ 
bers, w ho pressed forward to tender their 
congratulations. 
K elley of Pennsylvania n ex t took the 


floor in opposition to the biii. 
H e said its 
enactm ent 
w ould 
paralyze 
the 
en­ 
terprise 
and 
energy 
of 
th e 
peo­ 
ple, 
overthrow 
our 
m anufacturing 
suprem acy 
and 
red nee 
our 
com ­ 
m anding 
com m ercial 
position 
to 
the 
colonial. 
It was studiously designed to 
produce these direct results, 
and nicely 
adapted for its purpose. 
11 was confessedly 
a partisan m easure, and was form ed in the 
interest of a party whose leaders appeared 
to be oblivious to the overw helm ing social 
and econom ic changes w rought by the 
abolition of slavery. T he gentlem en w ho 
fram ed this bill, and could brook neither 
m odification nor discussion c f its pro­ 
visions by th eir associates in com m ittee, 
were, w ith but tw o exceptions. R epresenta­ 
tives o f w hat was the slave T erritory. 
T he 
bill was an anachronism . It had no relation 
to era. 
It belonged to the saddest epoch in 
o ur national history. 
D uring th at ¡>eriod 
slavery dom inated our national councils 
and guided th e adm inistration of national 
affairs in hostility to the nation’s interests. 
Free trade twice threatened w ar. 
By 
putting wool on the free list the bill would 
abolish sheep husbandry and destroy the 
im m ense capital em barked therein, aud 
im poverish m ore th an a m illion of men 
w ho ye em ployed in the care of sheep, 
and by w orking this ruin it w ould d im in ­ 
ish the supply of a cheap and healthful 
anim al food now furnished by the wooi- 
grow ers to th e m anufacturing laborers of 
th e country. 
It would also hin d er the production of 
A m erican tinplates and cotton. 
It would, 
though it m aintained the existing duties 
on coal and iron ore, close a m ajority of 
th e bitum inous coal fields and ore banks, 
w hich are now giving profitable em ploy­ 
m ent to hundreds o f thousands of laborers 
—not only in the N orthern States, but in 
th e South. 
To illustrate th e puerile ab­ 
surdity of P resident Cleveland’s assum p­ 
tion that the duty was alw ays added to the 
cost, not only’ of im ported com m odities, 
bu t to the price o f like com m odities pro­ 
duced here, K elley invited the President’s 
attention to the fact that, though th e duties 
on sugar w hen reduced to th e ad valorem 
standard, were never so high as now, the 
price of sugar was never so low in this 
country as now . 
T he progress of sugar- 
m aking in Lonisiana since 18G9 m ig h t be 
cited as an illustration of the vitalizing in ­ 
fluences of protection duties. 
Com ing to th e subject of the surplus, 
K elly said he w ould so legislate on the 
question of the surplus, and the sources 
whence it flows, as to increase the w ealth, 
pow er and dignity of th e country by pro­ 
m oting the developm ent of its natural re­ 
sources and the diversification o f its indus­ 
tries, and th u s dim inish its dependence 
upon foreign im portation, upon w hich d u ­ 
ties are collected. 
H e w ould derive the 
national resources from custom s duties so 
adjusted as to stim ulate and defend hom e 
production, w hile preventing 
com bina­ 
tions, 
trusts 
and m onopolies of any 
kind. 
R eduction 
of 
taxation 
should 
be effected im m ediately by the abolition 
of 
sources 
o f 
incom e, 
receipts 
from 
w hich m ay be com puted m onth by m onth, 
if not absolutely day by day. 
T he politics 
of th is country are now dom inated by 
w hisky trusts as absolutely as they were by 
slavery before the war, and King" Alcohol 
is proving th at he is as hostile to national 
developm ent as K ing Cotton ever was. 
In conclusion, K elly said : “T he perpetu­ 
ation of internal taxes is the issue presented 
to the A m erican people by the President in 
his free trade message and by the five 
Southern gentlem en who have dom inated 
th e councils of the C om m ittee on W ays 
and M eans. 
F or m yself, I will stand for 
th e protective system aud the m aintenance 
of such rates of duties as will ¡usure the 
developm ent of all the resources of thecoun- 
try, increase the num ber of its industries 
and perpetuate its national independence, 
com m ercial and industrial, as well as polit­ 
ical. 
T his cannot be done if the internal 
tax system is to be m aintained, for the su r­ 
plus is in a condition th at cannot be per­ 
petuated w ith safety to our republican 
institutions. T he purity of governm ent, 
the safety of business, and the m orals of 
th e public dem and the abatem ent of the 
surplus by the repeal of the internal taxes 
lrom w hich it is derived.” 
K elley spoke for two hours, and w hen he 
returned to his seat was loudly applauded 
and received the congratulations of his 
party triends. 
T he com m ittee then rose, and the H ouse 
adjourned.

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EOSCOE COJÍKLIKG. 


It is with profound sorrow and with 
keen pain that the people learn of the 
deatli of Koscoe C'oukling. 
He was one of 
the pre-eminent men of the nation, and in 
the broadest sense wa3 a publicist of the 
best order and possessed of the qualities of 
statesmanship, the products of which are 
wise legislation, strength of administration, 
foresight, boldness and 
the 
calm of 
caution in laying the lines of national 
jiolicy. Mr. Conkling was one of the most 
signal examples of a great mind devoted to 
the activities of the political field, without 
a stain attaching to the character of the 
man, or any assault upon his integrity and 
life cleanliness being possible under truth. 
The distinguished lawyer and publicist 
was born in Albany, N. Y., on the 20th of 
October, 1820. 
He was the son of Alfred 
Conkling, a New York jurist, who served 
in Congress, upon the Federal bench and 
as the American Minister to Mexico, and 
was a law writer of acknowledged ability. 
His son Roscoe received an academic edu­ 
cation and then read law under his father’s 
watchful eye and careful guidance. 
In 
1849 lie entered the law office of Francis 
Keman, with whom he afterward served 
in the United States Senate. 
In 1850 he 
became the District Attorney of Oneida 
county, 
New 
York, 
and 
became 
speedily 
prominent 
for 
his ability 
as a lawyer and the fine quality of his 
mind as a thinker, while in political 
activities he developed the ability to lead 
and command a large following. 
He was 
elected Mayor of Utica in 1858. 
He was 
elected to Congress and took his seat in 
that body in December, 1859. 
He was re­ 
elected in 1860, was defeated by lib old 
tutor, Kernan, in 1862, but regained his 
seat in 1864. 
The first speech that pre­ 
sented him prominently to the nation was 
made in support of the Fourteenth Amend­ 
ment to the Constitution. 
He was a 
vigorous supporter of Republican Admin­ 
istration during the war. and became 
noted for the fearlessness with which lie 
assailed whatever and whoever to him 
appeared to be in the wrong. 
In 1866, 
Mr. Conkling was again returned to Con­ 
gress, hut before lie took lib seat, was 
chosen United States Senator, and was re­ 
elected in 1873 and 1879. 
In the Senate, Mr. Conkling, from the 
outset, was placed upon the most im­ 
portant committees, and 
he held the 
chairmanship of several of these advisory 
bodies. 
Upon the Judiciary Committee, 
the Committee on Revision of the Laws 
and on Commerce, he was notably in­ 
fluential. He was one of the most ardent 
and stanch supporters of President Grant 
and exercised great influence in shaping 
the policy of that administration. 
He 
was the foremost 
champion of 
the 
civil rights bill and 
the policy of 
resuming specie payments. He played an 
important part in framing the Electoral 
Commission bill, and defended it with the 
liest forensic efforts of his life. 
In 1876 
his name was presented in the National 
Republican Convention for the nomination 
of President, and he was complimented by 
the casting of 99 votes in lib favor. 
No 
man in the Republican party more warmly 
advocated or more ably promoted the 
proposition to nominate General Grant for 
a third term. 
In the appointment of Robinson to the 
Collectorsliip of the jiort of New York, by 
President Garfield, Mr. Conkling felt that 
he had been wronged, since Robinson, he 
held, had done him great harm without 
the slightest cause, and proved untrue 
to pledges given to support General Grant 
in the National Convention. 
Being then 
in the Senate Mr. Conkling believed he 
should have been advised of the intention 
to make the appointment, that lie might 
have been heard in the matter. H e fur­ 
ther claimed that the Administration had 
promised to counsel with him in the mat­ 
ter, and had not been loyal to its pledge. 
He was supported in this view by his col­ 
league, Senator Platt, and to manifest the 
extent to which they felt aggrieved both 
Senators resigned, after failure to prevent 
Robinson’s confirmation, and returned to 
New York to seek vindication at the hands 
of the people by re-election. This was 
the chief political, almost the only great 
political error of Mr. Conkling’s life, and 
it very much lessened his influence .as a 
leader and injured his reputation for tact. 
By reason of his intellectual {lowers and bold 
and aggressive manner he was a leader; 
but for management of details and tactical 
wrestling with opponents lie was not su­ 
premely fitted. He knew what constituted 
effective campaign work, but did not trust 
himself to managing the details. 
In po­ 
litical executive ability lie was uot gifted 
commensurate with his intellectual capac­ 
ity, or his political foresight. Had he 
been a better manager lie would not have 
resigned his Senatorial seat to return to a 
body for vindication, a large proportion.of 
the members of which had already signed 
a [letition for the confirmation of the man 
he was opposing. 
After the unhappy Sen­ 
atorial event, Mr. Conkling filled no official 
station, but resumed the practice of the 
law with new energy, and came forward as 
counsel in some of the most imi>ortatit lit­ 
igation before the Courts of the country. 
Among his later efforts was his contribu­ 
tion as counsel for the State Senate Invest­ 
igating Committee in exjswing the fraud 
and corruption in the granting of street 
railway franchises of New York city. 
Mr. Conkling was, by his (tearing, sub­ 
ject to the criticism that he was coldly 
haughty. This was greatly exaggerated 
and magnified into weaponry by his jtolit- 
ical foes. The truth is, he lived a clean 
life, was dignified, retiring in private 
walks, indisposed to secure favors by un­ 
bending, and was thoroughly independent. 
On several occasions, and in times of trial 
for his party, he did not hesitate to stand 
aside from the party policy out of respect 
for his own convictions, as was evidenced 
by his vote against the admission of West 
Virginia. On other occasions he saw fit. 
for reasons not always satisfactorily ex­ 
plained, to remain comparatively inactive 
for his party, and to permit the suspicion 
to attach that he was opposed to its move­ 
ment. 
Mr. Conkling’s political influence 
in the Empire State was second to that of 
no other, and througlicmt the nation 
he 
was 
acknowledged 
to ■ be 
a 
prince of the Republican party. His legal 
ability was of a high order, and not second 
to his capacity as a legislator and bis 
breadth as a statesman. 
In debate he was 
a master, and upon the legislative rostrum 
had 
few 
rivals. 
Mr. Blaine, in his 
“Twentv Years in Congress,” thus speaks 
of Mr. Conkling ou his second election to 
Congress, when he was but about -»2 years 


o f a g c : 
. 
“The ablest and most brilliant of tue 


d e ’e -"tio n v a s K o - ’oe < in k lin g . 
H e h a d , 
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when but 29 years of age, and had ex­ 
hibited a readiness and eloquence in de­ 
bate that placed him at once in the front 
rank. 
His command of language was re­ 
markable. 
In affluent and exuberant 
diction Mr. Conkling was never surpassed 
in either branch of Congress, unless, per­ 
haps, by Rufus Choate.” 
The death of this liold and aggressive 
leader Is a serious loss to the Republican 
party of New York, but a far greater loss 
to the nation is the deatli of one who had 
filled so large a part in the history of the 
Union in the times of its direst peril— 
when the true friends of Republican insti­ 
tutions were nothing less than heroes. 
His contribution to the importance and 
welfare of the nation is to be found of 
record throughout the annals of twenty 
years of national legislation, which credits 
him with having been arnoug the first of 
the brilliant men who have been instru­ 
mental in shaping those policies of the 
Government that have made the republic 
great, her laws just and her people pros­ 
perous. 


THE RELATION OF GOV. STANFORD TO 
LABOR INTERESTS. 


Elsewhere we publish a criticism by the 
National View, of Washington, I). C., upon 
the address of Senator Iceland Stanford be­ 
fore the Senate Committee on Pacific Rail­ 
roads upon the question of the settlement 
of the issues between the Central Pacific 
Railroad Company and the Federal Gov­ 
ernment. The View is an exponent of in­ 
dustrial interests and a paper devoted to 
advocacy of the claims of workingmen and 
consideration of their relation to capital. 
That it should take up and consider the 
railroad question calmly and without the 
bias that has been manifest In so many 
other quarters in the past, speaks of the 
respect the workingmen have for Senator 
Stanford and the industrial enterprises lie 
represents, and of the vital interest labor 
realizes it lias in the question of the devel­ 
opment of the railroad system of Califor­ 
nia, of which the Central Pacific was and 
Is the kernel. 
The relation of Senator Stanford to the 
workingmen of the country is one thor­ 
oughly well understood. 
Labor has never 
had a truer friend or wiser counselor. 
Governor Stanford’s own rise to wealth 
and prominence lias never made him blind 
to the deserts and rights of the toiling 
masses. 
His constant rule has lieen to en­ 
courage, elevate fully, and amply reward 
lalior, while demanding full and ample 
service for the compensation paid. 
He 
lias, in all the years of his life, been the 
advocate of good wages. The record of 
the history of this employer of thousands 
discloses no instance of any effort on his 
part to screw down the earnings of labor 
to the bare point of necessity. 
It is 
well understood in California that his 
idea is that our civilization is indi­ 
cated by the condition of the work­ 
ing classes; 
that in a republic it is 
essential that the toiling citizen shall be 
independent and able to take and maintain 
independent positions; that the individu­ 
ality of the wage-earners of the nation 
must not be absorbed by any influence ; 
that the artisan and worker in America 
must lie enabled to live up to a state truly 
representative of the republic as a pro­ 
gressive and elevating influence in the 
scheme of the world’s advance. 
Senator Stanford’s company being the 
largest employer upon the Pacific coast, 
he has been enabled to exemplify his faith 
in these matters. 
A strike has not only 
never occurred among the men in the em­ 
ployment of the company, or in his indi­ 
vidual industries, but has never even been 
threatened, or so much as dreamed of. 
The great thought of his private life is a 
scheme of education that will develop co- 
temporaneously head and hand; intellect 
and mechanical skill that shall nrold the 
mind and also train to cunning and self­ 
helpfulness the willing hand. To this 
end lie is now devoting liis fortune, his ex­ 
ecutive capacity and indomitable energy. 
So ranch has he had at heart the cause of 
the workingmen of America, who consti­ 
tute the elements of national strength and 
American progress in the larger measure, 
that lie early conceived and projected into 
the national Congress the only scheme for 
the legalizing and fostering by legislation 
of the co-operation of labor, by which 
workingmen can capitalize their skill and 
energy, and incorporate under laws that 
will protect and advance their interests in 
a manner impossible under mere partner­ 
ship or ordinary co-operative association. 
It is therefore not surprising that a 
journal especially expository of the inter­ 
ests and views of lalior should comment 
favorably and with intelligence upon the 
question now at issue between the Govern­ 
ment and the company of which Senator 
Stanford is the official head, and demand 
for liis expressions the calm consideration 
of unbiased judgment and justice -loving 
men. 


T hk Burlington strike is at an end. 
The engineers whose heads are coolest, 
frankly admit that the whole movement 
was a blunder from the beginning. Had 
the engineers been advised by wisdom, 
they never would have attempted to drag 
into their issue with the Bmlington road, 
those who bore no relation to the strike 
whatever. 
Up to that point the engineers 
had some measure of public sympathy. 
Yet even that was misplaced, for the reason 
that schemes of arbitration had not been 
exhausted. 
There were grievances of 
which the engineers had cause of com­ 
plaint, but the methods pursued to reinedv 
them were indefensible. The right to 
cease work for employers to whose terms 
they could not accord was tlieirs—beyond 
that they had not the right to proceed. 
The result 
has justified the warning 
given them and has really done the cause 
of lalior injury. While the Brotherhood 
is a wealthy organization it is not likely 
that the membership will long continue to 
support the now locked-out strikers. Those 
whom the road will not restore to po6i 
tions must look for locomotives upon other 
roads, and ii these are not obtainable, thev 
must do as did the strikers in a great in­ 
dustry in Chicago last year, take up with 
oilier industries. For it has been demon­ 
strated that no body of wage-earners will 
for an indefinitely extended period con­ 
tinue to support unsuccessful strikers in 
idleness. The engineers are an intelligent 
and worthy class of people and command 
as a rule the respect of the public. 
It is 
not likely, therefore, that any of those 
uow out of employment by reason of the 
strike will find much difficulty in securing 
plat e? for the exercise of their skill. 


GOVERNMENT EQUITIES IN SETTLE­ 
MENTS WITH RAILROADS. 


The National View, one of the leading 
exponents of the interests of the working­ 
men of the country, published at Washing­ 
ton, in its issue of April 7th, gives the full 
statement of Senator Stanford, made before 
the Senate Committee on Pacific Railways, 
—which 
has 
already appeared in the 
Record-Union—and editorially comments 
upon the same as follows : 
We invite the careful consideration of 
our readers to the clear and concise state­ 
ment of Hon. Leland Stanford, President 
of the Central Pacific Railroad Company, 
made before the Senate Committee, a few 
days since, and which will be found in 
full in onr columns. 
No one with unbiased mind can read it, 
without feeling that Mr. Stanford’s argu­ 
ment is correct, and that his demand for 
the 
allowance of 
equities from 
the 
Government, 
and 
that 
the 
Govern­ 
ment 
should 
be 
as 
just 
in its 
settlement with a debtor, as individuals 
dealing with one another, would be, under 
like circumstances. 
’ There are several notable facts in this 
statement, and in the history of this, the 
" pioneer ” railroad, leading eastward from 
the shores of the Occident. There are 
chapters of hardships and toil, the peril of 
financial integrity, the indomitable pluck 
and the power of endurance, and persist­ 
ence, and energy, ere success was finally 
attained ; and the early history, the feats 
of pioneer work, became as things of the 
past, even as the first book of history is 
laid aside and almost forgotten as we open 
the leaves of the present, the era of many 
railroads. 
Mr. Stanford summarizes only the bene­ 
fit to the Government, by the carrying of 
Government mails and the transportation 
of troops and supplies, and the amount 
thus saved to the Government, according 
to its own reports, by the expediting and 
completing of the road fully seven years 
in advance of the specified time. 
For the transportation of mail over the 
mountains, alone, the Government, previ­ 
ous to toe building of the road, paid Wells, 
Fargo <fc Co. $1,750,000 per annum for carry­ 
ing the letter mail only, the maximum 
weight of which was not to exceed a thou­ 
sand pounds. “And yet," says Senator 
Stanford, "the Government required the 
Central Pacific, as soon as completed, to 
construct a special car to carry eighteen 
tons of mail matter and two messengers. 
And oftentimes an extra car is used, and 
sometimes two extra cars are required to 
carry the mails across the coutinent; yet 
the Government has never paid to both 
Union Pacific and Central Pacific quite a 
million dollars per annum for this service.” 
In other words the railroads carry twice or 
thiice the amount of uiail-matter more 
safely, more expeditiously, and receive 
therefor about one-fourth the amount paid 
to the stage coach companies. 
For the transporting of these heavy mails 
over the Sierra Nevada mountains the 
Government pays the Central Pacific the 
same rate per pound that it pays to the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, which lias a com­ 
paratively level bed, and whose coal is 
procured at a cost of $2 per ton, while the 
Central Pacific has to drive its engines up 
the steep grades of the Nevada mountains, 
with a large consumption of coal costing $8 
per ton. There is no equity on the part of 
Government in this distribution of patron­ 
age. Yet all the trunk lines east of the 
Missouri river recognize the fact that this 
road, in mountainous regions, aud with 
increased cost of fuel, cannot carry as 
cheaply as they, and in their business with 
this road make it an equitable allowance 
based on the facts. The Government alune 
refuses to do so. The Government lends 
its credit; in other words, it speculates on 
its credit, and through the completion of 
some great project to which it has loaned 
its name tor a few millions it reaps a con­ 
tinuous 
and 
incalculable 
benefit 
in 
divers directions 
for which it allows 
no equity in the settlement 
of the 
debt, 
and 
sometimes 
is 
thus more 
unjust, more grasping in its endeavors to 
augment thej amount of money in its treas­ 
ury than the most soulless, money-lending 
individual Shylock in existence to-day. 
During three winters a large force of men 
were employed on the mountains, where 
the snow fell to a depth of 36 feet, but the 
company kept the men at work. Iron had 
tobe hauled over the mountains, so they 
could work beyond. They tunneled under 
the snow to get at and blast the tunnels 
through the rocks. Their material had to 
come from the East, 17,000 miles by water, 
and then be hauled up the mountains. 
Truly, almost superhuman was this under­ 
taking, as planned and carried out by a 
handful of determined, enterprising men. 
The road was constructed at a period in our 
history when a financial crisis was at hand 
—1862-69—when faith in the Government 
was not so firmly fixed that Government 
bonds were in great demand, and when the 
Government currency had so greatly de­ 
preciated in value that three dollars in pa­ 
per money were required to purchase one 
dollar in gold, and business west of the 
Rockies was done on a gold basis, which 
made the actual cost of construction nearly 
three times as great as it would otherwise 
have been. 
But. let us consider some of the equities 
in the case: The Government 
spends 
millions of dollars annually in efforts to 
civilize the Indians, and to prevent and 
subdue lawless depredations and outrages. 
There is no civilizer in the world that can 
take rank with the railroad that (icnetrates 
the new country and carries with it the 
banner of civilization to be planted in eaeh 
remote settlement around which 
shall 
gather enterprise, industry, morality and 
science, co-operating for 'mutual benefit, 
till the hovel shall expaud into a home of 
comfort; the hut become a spacious school- 
house, 
And church spire pointing to the skies. 
Where erst was forests dense, shal! rise. 
And therefrom all the surrounding lands 
are developed, and acquire increased value, 
and this result is duplicated and repeated 
all along the line of a new railroad. Fora 
century past these lands, the properly of 
the Government, have lain entirely unde­ 
veloped, and in so far us income therefrom 
was derived, utterly worthless. The rail­ 
road acts like magic; its every train carries 
the settlers to clear away the timber, and 
plow, and sow. aud reap the supplies, for 
the army that is moving on to the IVest, 
not for war and pillage, but to open up and 
develop the resources of the country. 
Think of the vast improvements and de­ 
velopment that must take place along a 
line ofl,800 miles through a new country? 
Why, some results are that for ten to 
fifteen miles on either side, from the road, 
the land is taken, mines are opened and 
worked, quartz mills and smelting works 
furnish empfloyment, the saw mills pro­ 
tract their busy hum, cattle are pastured 
on a thousand hills and plains, and the 
fields are waving with ripening grain. 
And why? 
Because, forsooth the railroad 
opens up a way to transport grain and live 
stock, timber aud precious ore, and all 
products of forest, field and mountain. 
If this is the people’s Government, who 
shall estimate this benefit to the Govern­ 
ment through this great good to its repre­ 
sentative—the people. 
Indiana is closely intersected by rail­ 
roads; yet when a new road has been con­ 
structed. residents have been found at a 
distance of twenty miles from a railroad 
whose deplorable ignorance was pitiable 
in the extreme, but the civilizer came and 
brought news from the hitherto inaccessi­ 
ble world, and enlightment followed. 
In the almost central portion of West 
Virginia the land is freighted with heavy 
timber of great value, and the soil is ex­ 
cellent, but no railroad goes near enough 
to transport the timber or farm products ; 
consequently, the poor owners being un­ 
able to build a railroad, can only pav taxes, 
eke out a scanty livelihood, and wait 
the progress of events that shall bring to 
their relief and for the development of a 
rich country, a Stanford, or a Huntington, 
to lift the land out of perpetual bondage. 
Truly, the Government can well afford 
to pay the railroads that climb over the 
mountains, as much, for the safe and speedy 
transportation of mail that is more valuable 
each day. as it paid in years agone, to inse­ 
cure stage lines. And with this simple and 
equitable adjusiment 
the 
Government 
would be the gainer by hundreds of mill­ 
ions of dollars, while the benefit to thepeo- 
ple cannot he estimated. We shall look 
with interest for the report and estimates 
of M r. Haymcmd, the attorney for the Cen­ 
tral Pacific Railroad, for there is much to 
b“ said on subjects to which we have but 
casually alluded, in this suggestion of the 
justice of an allowance for equities on the 
part of the Government in settlement with 
the pioneer Pacific Railroad.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 
IMPORTANT DECISION. 
In Settling 
W hat Survey* Should Govern 
.Property Right*. 
Judge Armstrong Las rendered a decision 
in Department One of the Superior Court 
in the case of Daniel O'Keefe vs. X. McCar­ 
thy, which settles a very important point 
in regard to surveys in this city. The first 
survey of the City of Sacramento was made 
in December, 1848, by Lieutenant Wm. H. 
Warner, of the United States army. The 
field notes of that survey are not now in 
existence, though the testimony of General 
W. T. Sherman, who assisted in the survey, 
and others, has been perpetuated in the 
records of the Court. 
The evidence in this case developed this 
state of facts: Some years ago McCarthy 
sold to O’Keefe forty feet of ground on the 
east side of his residence. There was a 
fence between the ground sold to O'Keefe 
and that retained by McCarthy which had 
been there for twenty-five years, and 
McCarthy’s house also stood close to the 
line. Some time ago O’Keefe had a survey 
of the ground made by City Sur­ 
veyor Bassett, and according to that sur­ 
vey O’Keefe’s line would be a foot 
and a half further west. In other words 
McCarthy’s house and the fence stood 
a foot and a half over on O'Keefe’s 
ground. He thereupon brought an action 
in the Superior Court to recover that much 
ground. City Surveyor Bassett was put 
upon the stand, and testified that he had 
been surveying in the city for about ten 
years, and that in making this survey he 
had started from stone monuments which 
he had established hims lf. He had estab­ 
lished two of these monuments in the 
neighborhood in question from data he 
had obtained from other surveyors, but 
admitted that he had never seen the field 
notes of the original survey. 
Judge Armstrong gave judgment in favor 
of the defendant, holding that Mr. Bassett’s 
knowledge of the true lines was based upon 
hearsay evidence, and that it would lie 
dangerous to disturb lines which have been 
established for twenty or twenty-five years, 
in the absence of the original field notes 
and of the original plat of the city. Ed. M. 
Martin appeared in the case as counsel for 
plaintiff and R. T. Devlin for defendant. 
Mr. O’Keefe applied to the Board of 
Trustees to be reimbursed for his costs, on 
the ground that he had commenced the 
action on the strength of the survey made 
by the City Surveyor, and the latter had 
failed to establish its correctness. 
Mr. Bassett explained that he had made 
the survey 111 the capacity of a private sur­ 
veyor. and the Board disclaimed any re­ 
sponsibility in the matter. 
BEFORE THE COURT. 
Sous of Foreign Land* Before Judge 
Buckley. 
The calender in the Police Court yester­ 
day was not a long one and most of the 
interested parties in attendance were from 
the sunny lands of Spain and Italy. Judge 
Buckley's desk was ornamented with a 
huge bouquet of fragrant ¡lowers, sent in by 
an admiring friend, from whicli was wafted 
odors strange and new to the place. 
The first case called was that of Wm. 
ltumpus, charged with malicious mischief. 
E. C. Hart appeared in his behalf and an­ 
nounced that his client was ready to make 
reparation for the damage he had done. 
He was a good citizen and had meant no 
harm. As it appeared there was no com­ 
plaint on file the ease was stricken from 
the calender. 
Frank Kelly stood trial on a charge of 
battery, having employed the same counsel. 
Patricio Figarel testified, through an inter­ 
preter, that Kelly struck him in the eye 
without provocation. Kelly testified that 
he struck Figarel in self defense. As the 
benefit of the doubt was due the prisoner 
he was discharged. 
Guissepi Cordana was tiued $5 for bat­ 
tery, committed upon Pietro Iiochetto. 
The parties are both boot-blacks, and bad 
a dispute about wages. 
Rosa Demartini was arraigned on a 
charge of “ assault to commit violent in­ 
jury,” and pleaded not guilty. She is a 
feeble woman, over 70 years of age, and 
was arrested on complaint of her son, Kick 
Demartini. He and his brother were in 
Court, and stated that the charge was 
brought mainly for the purpose of decid­ 
ing the question of their mother’s sanity. 
I. S. Brown volunteered to defend Mrs. 
Demartini, and, after consultation with 
her, asked that the case be continued un­ 
til the 20tli, in order to give him time to 
look into the case. The motion was 
granted. 
Edwin Witt was found not guilty on the 
charge of exposure of person, as two ladies 
came into Court and swore positively that 
he was at work at a place several blocks 
distant from the scene of the alleged ex­ 
posure at the time witnesses had said it 
occurred. It was evidently a case of mis­ 
taken identity. 
A Vigorous Genial. 
A Sacramento dispatch to the Call, pub­ 
lished yesterday, stated that a Sacramento 
correspondent of another San Francisco 
paper asserts that the money which should 
be in the State treasury has been used by 
the State Board of Examiners for specula­ 
tive purposes, and that the amount which 
is alleged by the sworn statement of the 
Board to be in the treasury is rot tlieie. 
Deputy State Treasurer Danielwitz, upon 
being questioned last evening concerning 
the sensational report, said: “ Without 
consultation with the members of the 
Board of Examiners, I unhesitatingly 
characterize the statement, in its every 
word and line, to be a most infamous, will­ 
ful and damnable lie.” 
The Electric Hoad. 
A earload of iron rails for the electric 
railroad arrived yesterday from St. Louis 
and enough are 011 the way to complete 
the road to the Park. An effort was first 
made to get the iron from the Pacific Roll­ 
ing Mills, as the company desired to patron­ 
ize home industry, but it was ascertained 
that enoughjiron* could not be had from 
that source in time, and a contract was 
made with the St. Louis company. It is 
now asserted that the track will be laid by 
the 1st day of July, but that the road will 
not be operated until the first of Septem­ 
ber, as it is impossible to get the cars built 
before that date. 


THE GREAT REGISTER. 
Let It Contain Only the Name* of Legal 
Voter*. 
There have now been over eleven 
hundred names entered upon the new 
Great Register, and they'are being added at 
the rate of from thirty to forty per day. 
The object of the present registration is to 
get rid of several thousand names which do 
not represent present electors, but are used 
for illegal voting to a large degree. The 
people have at least determined that this 
shall cease, and the Board of Supervisors 
wisely ordered a new Great Register.

is throwing ali possible safe-guards around 
the work.

John F. Lock Take* Hi* Life W hile in 
a F it of M elancholy. 
Coroner Clark held and inquest last 
evening over the remains of John F. Lock, 
the young man who shot himself in the 
Arcade building Monday morning. 
A. II. Jeans testified that he was a second 
cousin of the deceased, and had been in­ 
timately acquainted with him during his 
life. Deceased was born in North Patter- 
ton, England, and at the time of his death 
was 27 years and .1 months of age. Called 
to see Lock on Sunday night. Found him 
lying down feeling badly and considerably 
discouraged. lie got up and the two spent 
a very pleasant evening conversing to­ 
gether. Left him about 11 o’clock and at 
that time Lock seemed to be in the best 
of spirits and thanked witness for calling. 
Miss Horan, proprietress of 
the 
lodging house where deceased sui­ 
cided, 
testified 
to 
his 
being a 
moral and exemplary young man, very 
industrious, and considerably worried over 
the fact that he had a dumb ague or inter­ 
mittent fever which prevented him from 
working at his trade in the lailroad-shops. 
He had roomed there for one year. He 
came home last Thursday sick, aud did 
not work either Friday or Saturday. Mon­ 
day morning he dressed himself, came 
down stairs and rang the bell. When she 
answered he stated that he had passed a 
sleepless night, his fever was getting the 
best of him, and said he was very much 
discouraged. He remarked : •* I have some 
money coming to me from the shops, and 
have some on deposit at the Sacramento 
Bank.” Witness chided him for being 
downhearted. Al his request she prepared 
him some toast and tea. He drank 
the tea and then said lie would go over 
to the shop, and tell Mr. Turner that he was 
unable to work: she tried to have him 
send some one but he insisted on going. In 
about half an hour he returned. When he 
ascended to the] top of the first stairway, 
she saw he was weak aud weary, and told 
him to go into the parlor and lie down on 
the sofa, as it was much cooler than his 
room and he would not be disturbed. He 
commenced going up the next flight of 
stairs, saying: “ I must go to my room 
first. ’ She went to the back part of the 
house to attend to some duties, and a few 
moments later heard what she thought was 
the report of a toy pistol. She called the 
attention of the girl to the shot, and they 
were of the opinion it was in the Orleans 
building. A few 111 iments later they heard 
the second shot. They listened a moment 
to hear the running of footsteps or some 
commotion on the street, or in the next 
building, and hearing none, thought 110 
more of it. About half an hour later she 
took a lady up stairs to show her a room. 
In passing his room she pushed the door 
open, intending to try and persuade him to 
go down to the parlor. He had sat 
down on the side ot the bed and had fallen 
over backwards. His left hand was over 
his heart and his right lying at his side. 
She thought he had overexerted himselt 
and fainted, and when he did not answer 
she stepped to the bed and started to raise 
his head when she discovered the pistol. 
She then remembered hearing the shots 
and ran for help. At his feet was his open 
valise, containing a number of cartridges, 
letters, pictures, etc.. and from which 
he had evidently taken the pistol. 
She thought he had* taken so much qui­ 
nine that his head was full of it, and he 
was not in his right mind at the time of 
the commission of the rash act. 
The jury brought in a verdict in accord' 
auce with the above facts, saying that he 
died from the effects of pistol-shot wounds 
inflicted with his own hands, caused by de­ 
pression of spirits on account of illness. 
The funeral will take place at 3 r. >1. to­ 
day from the undertaking rooms of J. F. 
Clark.

SAX FRANCISCO AND VICINITY.

T ransportation New*. 
The Examiner of yesterday says : Timo­ 
thy Hopkins, Treasurer of the Southern 
Pacific Company, has returned from New 
York after an absence of five or six weeks. 
In a general talk yesterday he stated as a 
curious instance of traffic that the com­ 
pany’s steamers between New York and 
New Orleans were carrying quantities of 
potatoes destined for points iu Texas that 
:iad been shipped from Scotland. They 
were being purchased of the New York 
consignees of Scottish wholesale houses. 
The gentleman further said that the steam­ 
ers were doing a large amount of west­ 
bound business. In relation to the Mexi­ 
can International line, he said that most of 
the United States through mails were now 
being sent over that road. It was also be­ 
ginning to ship a good deal of coal, and 
would have considerable traffic in hauling 
ore from Mexican points to some smelters 
at San Antonio, Tex. On the Southern Pa­ 
cific’s main line in Texas a large amonnt 
of salt from the mines at New Iberia, La., 
was being transported westward, and since 
the recent opening of the new road be­ 
tween Denver and Fort Worth, the South­ 
ern Pacific had experienced an increase in 
the lumber shipments from the Texas pine 
regions into Colorado. Heretofore the lat­ 
ter had obtained its lumber from Eastern 
places, such as Michigan. 
FECIT RATES. 
A. T. Hatch and a number of others 
interested in the fruit industry waited upon 
the Southern Pacific people yesterday in 
relation to procuring favorable rates on 
fruit shipments to Eastern points. Charles 
Crocker, Colonel Fred Crocker, General 
Manager Towne and General Traffic Man­ 
ager Stubbs were with the delegation. The 
request of the frnitmen in substance was 
that the company charge $300 per car for a 
special train of ten cars to Chicago run on 
fast time, and $200 per car for ten cars run 
on slow time to the same place ; also, $400 
per car for special trains to New York. 
The railroad officials were favorably dis­ 
posed towards the delegation’s request, but, 
as General Traffic Manager Stubbs stated, 
they would do nothing until they saw how 
far their Eastern connections were willing 
to go in making a low rate. 
As the Transcontinental Association 
meets in this city on May 1st, it is almost 
certain that the subject will be taken up by 
it, at the suggestion of Mr. Stubbs, and ii 
definite policy outlined for the handling of 
California friiit shipments to the East.

S a n F r a n c is c o , April 17th.—The Execu­ 
tive Committee of the State Board of Trade 
met this afternocn. 
Secretary Davis reported the receipt from 
Congressman Morrow of valuable bocks 
and pamphlets relating to agriculture. 
Mr. Mills submitted the report on olive- 
culture obtained by the Committee on Pub­ 
lication. It is to form the chapter on olive- 
culture in the pam phlet to be published by 
the Executive Committee. The article was 
written by a practical olive-grower, A rthur 
Tappan Marvin, and treated of the culture 
of cork oak in California as well as the 
culiure of the olive. It was said at the 
outset that this State, with its 100,000,000 
acres offers a home for 20,000,000 of people. 
The whole State is within the olive belt, 
which is between the forty-fourth and 
eighteenth parallels of latitude. Colfax, 
with 2,500 teet altitude, is about the north­ 
ern limit of the olive at that hight. To 
cultivate further north a lower level must be 
sought. It was ligured, as to demand, that 
fifty million gallons would easily in time 
find a market in the United States. A lib­ 
eral estimate of the present oil production 
of California is 6,000 gallons annually, and 
if the consumption is placed at one gallon 
per head annually it will be some years be­ 
fore even the home demand can be satis­ 
fied. The cultivation of the olive was de­ 
scribed in detail. Any soil but a moist one 
will nourish the tree. The olive reaches 
m aturity in fifty years and will live for 250. 
Certain sections ol the State were said to 
be especially adapted to cultivation of the 
cork oak {(fnercus miber). The tree isa 
handsome one. 
It may be peeled for the 
first time when 12 to 11 inches in diameter 
and about twenty years old. 
In this State 
with its fertile soil the tree may mature 
earlier. 
Some sample sheets of the geographical, 
topographical and climatic map ol the Statu 
that is being prepared by the Publication 
Committee were exhibited. It wa3 asserted 
that this map, according to the plan pro­ 
posed will be one of the best ever pub­ 
lished. 
In a corner of the large maps 
space will be reserved for enlarged maps 
of separate counties. 
The maps will be 
ready in about two weeks and will be 
widely distributed. 
Arrangements for excursions during the 
season of the National Teachers’ Conven­ 
tion in July next were considered, and one 
to go up one side of the Sacramento valley 
and back upon the other was definitely de­ 
cided upon. 
The committee adjourned to meet the 
second Tuesday in May.
